Tho new Carter ond Edwards breech- 
Jonding rifle, which was a few days ago 
tested in the Woolwich Marsh, by Lieut 
Lockey, musketry instructor to the Wool 
wich division of Royal sMannes, in compe 
tition with the Government Snider rifle, 
was again fired yesterday by Sergeant Bott, 
RM, in order to notify, for the informa 
tion of the authorities, its correct rate of 
rapidity ot fire. This was also exceedingly 
Satisfactory, the result being 100 rounds of 
blank catridgo in five minutes. When cach 
charge was withdrawn, it was remarked 
that the rifle immediately stood ut full 
cock, in readiness for successive fire, with 
out the necessity of further manipulation. 
Sergeant Bott afterwards made it apparent 
that by simply disconnecting the bolt which 
has @ needle through tho centre, and to 
which the lock is attached, the weapon, 
should it by mishap fall into the enemy's 
hands during an engagement, could bo 
rendered totally useless. There is no com- 
plication of machinery, the only springs 
being the rear and main springs.

Nova Scotia. 


The result of the Nova Scotia elections has 


will pursue, So far as the Local Government o! 
Nova Scotia is concerned there can be but one 
course, constitutionally, and that is for the 
present Ministry to succumb to the will and 
decision of the majority of the people, which, if 
the last election is a criterion, and as such it 
must be accepted, is against them. Resigna- 
tion must follow, and Mr. Howe or his friends 
take the management of the affairs of the 
Province into their own hands. Whether 
Mr. Howe will consent to devote his time and 
talent to the working out of a system which 
he has so violently opposed, or whether he 
will, like the arch-agitator of Ontario, con- 
tinue his endeavors to destroy and render 
inoperative the Federal system, remains in 
the womb of futurity. If this gentleman is 
sincere in his expressions before the elections, 
to accept the situation as one beyond his con- 
trol, then we may expect to find him ready to 
assist in forming a Government in Nova 
Scotia which will not only command the 
support of a majority of the people, but will 
administer the affairs of the Province ina 
mannér not antagonistic to the General Goy- 
ernment. If not, what follows? Nothing 
but. confusion and anarchy. This there is little 
fear of. The Union is complete, and no 
action on the part of Nova Scotia can dissever 
or break up that Union. Hence we may look 
for a more patriotic course than that antici- 
pated by many who would be delighted at 
seeing the country thrown into a state o! 
political turmoil.

‘ho weather was delightfal, and at au carly 
Town presented a busy and animating ap 
pearance, Long lines of carringos, fillod with 
the cheerfal, happy countenances of content 
ed farmors, with their wives and daughters, 
streamed through the streets and wonded 


their way to the Fair ground 


There were 
large droves of cattle and flocks of sheep, 
and pigs, which would go wvery way bat tho 
right way, much to the annoyance of their 
drivers. ‘There were loads of grain, of vege 
tables, of frait, of deiry produce, all bound 
for the Fair, and the scene altogether was a 
busy and exciting one. 


At the time of writing—half-past cloven 
o’clock—we have not learned the exact num 
ber of entries,—for the Secretary ia still busy 
issuing tickots,—but that gentleman inforing 
usthat io nearly all the departments the 
number of entries considerably exceed those 
of last year, Certainly the appearance of the 
grounds indicates that in some of -the lead- 
ing departments the Show will be an im- 
provement upon that of last year. But it is 
greatly to be regretted that exhibitors are #0 
slack in making their entries, and so Jate in 
bringing their articles to the show ground.— 
Where there is but a one day exhibition, the 
entries should be made the day previous, and 
everything should he on the ground at least 
by ten o'clock, But hore itis nearly twelve 
o'clock, and the Secretary is stil! kept busy 
issuing tickets to negligent exhibitors, and 
all the stock and articles for exhibition are 
not yet on the ground. The only way w ef- 
fectually remedy this difficulty will be to 
either strictly carry out tho rule, making it 
necessary that all entries shoald be made the 
day previous to the Show, and rule out all 
articles not-on-the yround by nine or ten 
o’cloek in the: forenoon, or what would be 
muc.. ootter, hava the Exhibition held two 
or three days. Asit is, half the stuff on ex: 
hibition is barely in its place before it is 
time to remove it, and one of the chief advan- 
tages of the exhibition is lost to those par 
ticularly interested. But more of this anon. 


In giving a brief description of the Exhi- 
bition, we will take the resder first to the 
Agricultural Implement department, which 
is found on the green to the south-east of the 
Skating Rink. Here will be found one of the 
finest displays of Farmer’s Implements over 
exhibited at our County Fair. Thr first 
article seen on going on the ground isa large 
Horse Rake, made and exhibited by B. Mal- 
lory, of Sidney, It is waid by those whose 
business it is to use it, to be one of the best 
articles of thekind made, Next is Bennet’s 
well-known Double Action Fanning Mill, 
made by B.S, Patterson. It combines sev- 
eral advantages which renders it a superior 
article. Then we have a Rvot Slicer and « 
Corn Sheller, made by G, D. Armstrong, and 
the same gentleman exhibits his Cider Mill, 
which is getting to be quite a favorite with 
cider makers. 


J.M. Walker & Co,, cover a considerable 
extent of ground with a very fine dieplay ef 
thetr well-made and highly-finiahed imple- 
ments, embracing a Wood Saw, which must 
be a great convenience in new settlements, 
Sor you can take it into the woods and cut 
with it the largost as Wellas the smallest 
timber ; a Threshiog Machine, Straw Cutter, 
Corn Cracker, and a variety of Ploughs, in- 
cluding the famous Bennett Plough. These 
implements attracted a large and admiring 
crowd. 


Messrs. G. & J. Brown had a large and fine 
display of their manufactures on the ground, 
around which were gathered a large number 
of those who took an interestin Agricultural 
Implements. The display of this firm was 
larger and more ST than they have ex 
hibited for some years, and the style of their 
work and finish was much admired, Amongst 
the articles they had va exhibition were a 
Grain Cracker, a Threshing Machine, with 
raker attached, a Corn Cultivator, a Hijling 
Cultivotor, and a great varicty of Ploughs, 
suitable to every description of soil, includin, 
their famous Scotch Plough. They exhibite: 
what is called “A Universal Cultivator,” 
adapted for a varioty of work, and from the 
different uses to which it can bo put it well 
deserves the name of * Wniversal Cultivator,” 
This firm had also on exhibition a Cooking 
Stove, called the “Commonwealth,” with 
cast iron furnishings from their own estab. 
lishment, which for neatness of finish would 
compare fayorably with those of any other 
manufacturers in the Province. They also 
had a fine box stove called whe “ Black 
Giant,” 

Mr, J.Gordon, Agent of Hall's Agricultural 
Works. Oshawa, exhibited a combined Reaper

at one County Fair; but of Butter there 
was but a meagre display. But if it was 


limited in quantity it was choice in qoulity. 
At the end of this table there wore fuint 
crowing and gabbling, and clucking which 
told us here wasithe poultry department 
The crowing and gablliag were taint, 
because there were only two or Uurve enya. 
ed in making this melodious music, One 
or two lots of ducks and geese ancl hens, 
comprised the show of poultry. 1. isto be 
regretted that our principal poultry breed— 
era did aot give the Society and the public 
the benefit of their enterprise, in improving 
the breed. Webhave some breeders in this 
County who have gone to considerable 
expense and troublein introducing improy- 
ed breeds, and we think it would have 
been to their advantage to have bad their 
poultry on exhibition, 

The Vegetable Department was not so 
large as we have seen it, though if thers 
were hot monstrosities in the shape of 
mammoth squash und ill shaped turnips, 
there were fine specimens of wel!-shaped 
carrots, turnips and beets. Parsnips were 
middling as to size, but excellent in quali 
ty, Cabbage wasnot so large, but were 
solid. The only specimen of Celery. shown 
by N, Jones, Esq., was tempting. The 
Onions and Tomatoes, exhibited by Alex. 
Watters, Esq., were the fivest we have 
seen. There was but a ineagre show of 
Potatovs, there being only six lots, and 
those only fairish. 

Another {alice devoted to Home Mude 
Cloths, Flannels, Carpets, &c., might have 
held three times the quantity it contained, 
The show in this department was nothing 
what it should have been, nor what we 
have seen it at former exhibitions. So far 
as quality were concerned, Uicre was some 
very good samples of flannel, cloth and 


| carpet, and some only so-30. 


Mr. Geo. H. Haymes made a fine display 
of Furs, Robes, Hats, Ca and in fact 
everything in his line of business. The 
articles were arranged in a yery attractive 
form, and the display was very creditable. 

In the galleries, the ladies made a dis 
play of their handi-work, in the form of 
quilts, counterpanes, rugs, worsted and bair 
work, and a great vanety of other work 
both useful and ornamental, The display 
was not so largeas in some previous ex- 
bibitions, but we don’t think the quali 
of the work could be beat even by th 
most skilful fingers in the Dominion, 
Amongst tho fancy work we must not for 
get to notice a very neatly carved sugar 
bowl cut out of a cocoa nut, and a coat of 
arms wrought in worsted, the bandi-work 
of R, M. Roy, Esq., long years sgo when 
his fingers were more nimble than they are 
to-day, The display of fancy work, 
though not large, was highly creditable to 
the exhibitors. 

In the Gallery was the fruit department, 
and as this will close our brief description 
of the fair to-day, we may say this depart- 
ment was the crowniog feature of the E 
hibition, The show of Apples embraced 
nearly every variety and the quantity was 
treble that of any previous year, while the 
quality gave evidence of a steady improve 
ment. There “was also a large 
yaricty of Pears; and of Grapes, which 
would have been considered a creditable 
display at the Horticultural Exhibitions ot 
Toronto or Hamilton, Of both hot-honse, 
and out door grapes there waa a large va 
riety and the specimensshown produced no 
little wonderment in the minds of those 
who were not aware of the extent to which 
they ure grown here, 

We must not forget to mention that in a 
portion of the gallery was a fine collection 
of Photographs from the galleries of Mrs 
James and Forest & Lozo. 

There wus also a fine lot of harness, well 
made and beautifully finished, the manu 
facture of Mr. Wm. Davis, of this Town.— 
This gentleman also exhiliec some 
leather. Mr. Wright also exhibibited a 
single set of harness which showed excel- 
lent workmanship. 


There was a large attendance of visitors 
during the day to both outside and inside 
exhi ons, and on the whole the Fair may 
be said to baye been successtul. The 
receipts at the door of the Skating: Rink 
amounted to the handsome sum of over 
$90. 

In the afternoon the Firemen turned out 
with the steam engine and headed by the

MONIFICANT ARTIOLE BY THE LEADING 
WRITER ON THE PARISIAN PRESS. 

In to-night's Liderte, M. Emile de Gir- 

ardin faithfully echoes the feeling of the 

public, by calling on the Government to 


with aview to removal to the city gaol, 
Belleyuc. About 8 o'clock the van was 
drawn up in front of the police court to re- 
move allthe prisoners to gaol, and among 
them the two Fenians. At this time the 
polico noticed two men hanging about 
whom they suspected to be Fenians, and a 
policeman made a rush at ono of them to 
arrest him, in which lie succeeded, but not 
till the mun had drawn a dagyer and at- 
tempted to stab him, The blow was avoid 
ed. The other suspected person made his 
excepe, In consequence of this Kelly and 
Dossy were put in irous belie beiog taken 
totho ven, When the vo. left the city it 
had to proceed over Ariwiekyreen and 
along Hyde road, a fine openstrect lew 
to the gaol, and nearly a m"'e in lergt! 
was drawn by two horses, aud was guarded 
behind by seven polii.ciss. Tho van had 
proceeded about half n mile up this road 
when, on passing uoder ‘Lu viaduct which 
carries the London and North-Western 


right, a voliey of shots wero fired atit.— 
The policemen, not seeing where the shots 
came from, dropped off the vanand spread 
themselves out wide, There was then & 
rush of 80 to 40 Irishmen upon the police 
and upon the van. One ma hud a hatchet, 
another ahummer, and « third a bayonet, 
with which they set to worl to break open 
the van, One man took arevolver and 
fired it into the lock. Ultimately, men 
with large stones—one of them of nearly 
1001b. weight—broke through the top of 
the van and the panelsof tlie door behind, 
and set all the prisoners, including the 
Fenians, at liberty. Tho policemen col- 
Tected in a Sody and maile 4 rush to pre- 
Yenttho prisoners being liberated, but 
several revolvers were discharged among 
them, and one constable was shot over one 
of his eyes, causing the cye to protrude, 
and was taken totle infirmary, A young 
man,a bystander, was shot through the 
head. {tis expected the Fenians, being 
in irons, will be recaptured. The streets 
of Manchester have been in astateof great 
excitement all the evening.

Arctic Exploration, 


A coreSpondent of the New York Herald 
writing from Repulse Bay, head of Hudson 
Bay, on the 15th of August, says: 


“ We have paid a visitto Capt. Hall, the 
Arctic explorer, and shall endeayor to tell 
what we have seen in as few words as 
possible. We find Captain Hall living on 
the rocks, in exactly the same spot that he 
wintered last winter. - He greeted us quite 
cordially, and became quite talkative when 
we told him we belonged tothe press, He 
invited us into his toopick, or tent, made 
of seal skins, and bade us sit down, point- 
ing to some skins that were to furnish usin 
place ofachair. After talking over home 
matters for some time, he proceeded to give 
us a short history of his journey Jast winter 
—not in search of Sir John Franklin or the 
North-west passage, but in search ot dogs 
to begin his grand journey in search of 
Franklin with. His party consisted of five 
white men belonging to the whale ships 
in the bay, two natives, himself and thirty 
dogs. They took a north west course and 
were gone six weeks. They found a small 
tribe of natives that were quite hostile, but 
succeeded in obtaining forty dogs in ex- 
change for some old knives and tin pans,— 
They suffered a great deal of hardship, the 
cold being yery intense, but arrived all 
well. On their journey they lived on 
frozen deer meat. Once a day a spoonful 
of brandy was furnished each man. Being 
asked how much meat he cat in a day, he 
answered nine pounds did him quite well, 
buthe could eat more with ease, Hisdictis 
just the same as the natives, ond that 
consist of the flesh of a bear or deer— 
everything but the hide and bones. Some 
information he got last winter from the 
natives he fell in with, made him decide 
on wintering there this winter. They told 
him that some white men had been with 
them along time, and one of them died, 
and they buried him with great care. 
Captain Hall thinksthat may be Sir John 
Franklin, and bas determined to try and 
teach tho country and sea for himself; so 
he offered among the whaling fleet $500 in 
gold per man for five men to go with him, 
‘The men, having wintered, did not wish to 
stay; but at last five good, strong men 
have joined, nnd when they aro done 
hunting this fall they will start, Capr 
Hall ia sure of obtaini: ome relics, at 
least ‘If! die,’ saya he shall die doing 
my duty.’ Before nvrtic, Ss showed ua 
some splendid furs, skins of the musk ox, 
fox and bear. 

“The whaling fleet have met with very 
poor success, there being four vessels 10 
this port, altogether they have not onc 
thousand barrela of oil and not over 
twelve thousand pounds of bone, The 
weatlier is warm while the sun shines, but 
she moment it goes behind a cloud it is 
cold as winter,

} One would expect that the evpitul, at 
this time, ought to be gayer tham ever. 
The entrance of the grand army, nnd recep- 
tion of Jaurez; the close of hostilities, and 
the wheels of the government iu motion at 
Just, itiato be presumed that each day 
would be» gulu one, und that viyas and 
acclamations would fill theair, It is not 
so however. The city is as solemn as a 
cemetary; the windows are closed; the 
balconies unpeopled; pianos, harps and 
fruitars silent as if pestilence had tracked 
me’way over every threshold, shrouding 
for the graye half the fashionable populace. 
Within the last three mouths the flower of 
Mexican intelligence and chivalry has 
passed away. Tuke away two lundred of 
the leading spirits ofa country like Mexico, 
and one cun readily estimate why the capi- 
tal is sad instead of Jubilant, Sympathy 
for the Emperor perwneates every circle, 
and his death throws a gloom over almost 
every intelligent housebold in the Innd. 
Papers submit daily the query: “why do 
our people vail their faces and darken their 
windows?” No one answers, 

You pass from the “Nacional to the 
Iturbide, and wonder where the throngs are 
that, eight months ago, crowded the streets 
in their transit. The AlameiJa, too, is si- 
lent, aye, as quiet as che sandy shore of an 
unpeopled island. The fine horses and 
carriages that swept out over the smooth 
thoroughfares are no more seen, and the 
hum ot yoices and busy feet of traders 
ceased when armies beleaguered the water- 
girt capital. The entrance of tho Presi- 
dentip tumily created scarcely a perceptible 
buzz in high circles, and tame indeed was 
the welcome, after five years’ exile in the 
United States. The court of the plain 
Indian President is in strange contrast with 
the magnificence and intelligence of the 
late royal palace. The Empress was intel 
lect, grace, beauty and accomplisliment 
combined; in her successor all these are 


wanting. The Emperor embodied brain, 
manliness, courage, 1 fine person; he was 
honest, just, genial and noble; in Juarez, 
all these, save intellect, are absent. These 
facts have weight with a people wealthy 
and proud; a populace proverbially vain, 
as the citizens of the capital are, If you 


you promenade the principal street or 
loiter about the “Nacional.” The short, 
heavy set figure, well-defined Indian pro- 
file, rudely cut nose and mouth, heavy low 


er lip, straight hair, low forehead, bur not 
retreating; with au eye sunken, but not 
dull, and with now and then a sparkle of 
ferocious tire, and his dress plain black 
cloth—that is Juarez, The one by his side, 
tall, fair, handsome, erect, with restless 
black eye and dark moustache; in uniform, 
sword trailing and spurs rattling on the 
pavement, plessant in address; in looks a 
true Spanish cavalier—thut is Porficio Dinz, 
the lieutenant General of Juarez, the rising 
man in Mexico; idol of the people, and 
witha) the man of cold-blooded memory, 
who stormed Puebla and shot without re 
morse, after capture, sixty-three Imperial 
Officers and the Governor of the State.

The Fentan Prisoners, 


On the 18th of the present month a 
nuinber of petitions were presented to His 
Excellency Lord Monck, by James O'Reilly, 
Esq., ot Kingston, praying for the pardon 
and release of Father McMahon now 
serving his time in the Penitentiary, for 
haying joined the Fenian horde who 
inyaded Canada on the Ist of June, 1866.

The decisions of fathers, oven if 
supported by Holy Scrip!ures, haye much 
Jess weight than the devisions of the Pope. 
Even if he wished he conld not submit 
bimself toa council, because God alone 
could make a mortal greater than the Pope. 
The Pope is not subject to the decisions of 
his predecessors—not eveu to that of the 
Apostles ; for there is no power that limits 
tho power of the keys, noteven the power 
of St. Peter and St. Paul, there being no 
superiority among equals. The Pope may 
dispenso with the observance of tho divine 
Jaws and the Gospel precepts. It would be 
“heresy to believe that the Pope could err 
in his decisions as to faith or the sacrament. 
It would be sacrilegious to doubt whether 
. ornohe could change the last will of the 
dying, and he who should deay bis sover- 
eign power would not be « Christain. The 
Pope as aman might err in matters of faith 
but as # Pope he could vot do so, The 
Pope isthe administrator, the dispenser,

‘Nevertheless, the king or prince thus do- 
posed may not lawfully be dnyen away, or 
slain, except by those commissioned by the 
Pope The Epes is king of kings and 
ruler of rulers ; he is the prince of bishops, 
the judge of sll men. In virtue of his 
absolute power, he can changethe nature 
of things, and make a thing out of nonght; 
he can creare alaw where ‘cfore there was 
none ; he is all and above he can make 
Square things to be round, uud make black 
to be white and white to be black.
